Phone 738 
much liberty as equality, There is liberty in France, of 
course, and the French people esteem liberty, but what 
they care more about is equality. 
Just across the channel from France it is otherwise. 
There is more liberty in England than anywhere else in 
Europe, but the Englishman does not especially care for 
equality. Hé is the greatest stickler on earth for his rights. 
» , His justice is organized primarily to protect him in those 
fights, and it is the quickest and most adequate justice in 
those respects that is known in the world. 
- We cannot understand why the democratic people 
ot. only permit but love hereditary nobility—princes, 
dukes and lords. They do dearly love such tinsel and 
flummery, although ;they have deprived the nobility of 
every particle of hereditary power. 
But the French and the English are approaching each 
other and they are gradually approaching the American. 
standard. England has developed more and more equal- 
ity, until today she.is led by a Celt: of the Welsh stock, 
whose career has been largely directed toward the estab- 
lishment in Britain of an approximate equality while in 
France liberty has been enlarging itself for a century. 
«In the United States we want both liberty and equal- 
 ity—tiberty, as far as it is consistent with the principle 
© of majority rule and the greatest good to the greatest 
-.. number, and equality, insofar as removal of artificial in- 
--* equalities can make mahkind equal. 
: But we know that no institution can standardize man- 
kind physically, mentally or normally. In physique, in 
mentality, in ability, there will always be degrees. That 
society which is excessive zeal for equality suppresses 
the freedom of talent in the supposed interest of medio- 
crity will come near in the long run to committing suicide, 
as the Bolsheviks are doing in Russia.
